N THE National Civic Federation is a bureau charged with the 
task of political education. 
It has been trying to find out why 
40,000,000 eligible voter?— about two-thirds of the whole num­ 
ber in the United States— failed to vote at the important elections 
last year. 
, 
To its questionnaires it has, received thus are about 60,000 
answers, which give all manner of reasons without supplying any 
upon which definite conclusions can be based. 
All that the bureau 
has deduced from those replies is that if the apathy of the voters 
is to be ended something more effective than oratory and public­ 
ity stunts must be tried. 
A new plan, therefore, is to be applied for the intensive edu­ 
cation of the people in the seriousness of their responsibilities and 
the grave consequences of their indifference and neglect. 
Com­ 
mittees on practical citizenship, with m an / local subdivisions, are 
to be organized and the oratorical contests on the constitution in 
the schools arc to be further developed and associated with the ef­ 
fort to reach the adults. 
Among the suggestions received are many proposing such 
pumtive^remedies as the disfranchisement of non-voters, depriva­ 
tion of income tax exemptions and the revocation of naturaliza­ 
tion certificates. 
None of these, however, is as likely to be ef­ 
fective as the simplification of the election machinery, the shorten­ 
ing of the ballot and the exposure of the evils of government, 
extravagance, which directly result from political apathy. 
A convention is to be held next autumn, where the issues will 
be discussed under non-partisan auspices but without any attempt 
to exclude fro m the program the highly controversial questions that 
are bound to arise.

can stand 
close 
inspection 
They 
need to be regarded at some distance, 
either in time or space, for us to rea­ 
lize their greatness. 
The height of the high Sierras 
never becomes apparent to us until at 
such distance they overtower the hills 
about them 
So as time recedes, the 
great qualities of great men come out 
more and more 
Therefore we resent th» attem pt to 
scrutinize them too closely.

not like Mr. Froude's chatter about 
Thomas Carlyle.

gard the old literary hero on his ped­ 
estal from a distance. 
Tradition has built up many pic­ 
tures of W ashington and Lincoln and 
these enlarge with time 
Of course 
these men were human and it may do 
us good to realize that 
During the past m onths numerous

New Castle News: 
Dear Editor: 


I noticed a request in your News 
asking people to white you of their 
vacation trips 
Well, my husband and I started on 
June 30th at 5 a 
m . from here, 
heading for Binghamton. N. Y., m 
a 1927 coach. 
We went to Franklin, 
there we struck Route 5 or Lakes-to- 
8ea Highway, then to Dubois there 
*e turned north on Route 6 to Kane, 
where we came on to Route 7. or Roo­ 
sevelt Highway, we then turned east 
on this route thru the mountains. It 
Is a beautiful drive all white stone. 
At Coudersport or near there we went 
to visit the Ice mine in the m oun­ 
tains, called n atu res wonder. 
They 
have a kind of a summer house built 
there around the mine, it is just a 
large hole in the m ountain or freak 
of nature, large ice candles some a 
foot thick or ice froze, looked like 
a ladder. 
This is all natural they 
told us. the warmer the climate the 
more it was frozen. There were prob­ 
ably 100 persons waiting there to 
be taken in while we were there. We 
went on then to Towanda on this trail 
where we turned north and went to 
Waverly, N. Y. 
We found gasoline 
was only 13 cents a gallon, when we 
crossed into New York; from there 
we drove on to Binghamton, arriv­ 
ing there about 6 30 p. m., same day 
a distance of 400 miles. 
Bingham ­ 
ton U a beautiful city, population of 
about 76.000. 
It is called the Parlor 
City of New York because it is so 
nice and clean. 
We visited Johnson 
City and Endicott which are all Join­ 
ed to Binghamton, or 124.000 popu­ 
lation of the three cities; at Endi­ 
cott is where the large shoe factories 
are located 
We also drove from there down the 
Lackawanna Trail to Scranton, a dis­ 
tance of 67 miles; this is another 
beautiful drive on a white stone road 
We visited the Nicholson Bridge on 
this trail called the "Eighth Wonder 
of the World. 
It is the most beau­ 
tifully constructed concrete bridge in 


the world built at a cost of over 
12 million dallars. 
Our next drive was to W atkins 
Glen, N. Y.. a distance of 85 miles 
from Binghamton. 
It is situated 25 
miles north of Elmira, N. Y. 
This 
. ivaled anything we had yet seen 
This great natural wonder is located 
near the head of Seneca Lake, known 
far and wide as the gem of all the 
finger lakes of New York State, in 
the village of W atkins, named for its 
founder. Dr Samuel W atkins, a n a t­ 
ive of England. 
The statfc of New 
York acquired the W atkins Glen Res­ 
ervation in 1906 at a cost of $46,512,- 
50 to be reserved thereafter as a 
State Park; in 1783 is was inhabited 
by the Iroquois Indians. The Glen is 
a deep winding canyon, worn thru 
the rocks by a stream of water. 
It 
is now renowned the world over for 
its wonderful scenery it has a dis­ 
tinctive individuality as "The Falls 
of Niagara, the M ammoth Cave, the 
N atural Bridge of Virginia or the 
Vosemite Valley." The Cliffs vary in 
height from 100 to 300 feet. We sta rt­ 
ed in a tunnel at the entrance from 
there we Just kept climbing up steps 
and winding around the cliffs thru 
the canyon, viewing the works of our 
G reat Creator, until we had went 
almost 2 miles. 
Seneca lake is Just 
at the head of the Canyon about 40 
miles long and a depth of 200 feet. 
We were told th a t it m aintained a 
tem perature of 7 degrees abcve zero 
the year around 
It is a beautiful 
blue color and often compard by trav ­ 
elers to the M editerranean Sea. 
I have been thru the Rockies and 
the Cascade Mountains, but one does­ 
n't need to go th at far to see some 
beautiful scenery not made by hands. 
Wre arrived home July 5, safe, but 
tired 
covering a distance 
of 
1100 
miles

Pennsylvania, with ten 
millions of people, would have but 
one vote In the senate, at least until 
a long-drawn-out contest had been 
finally determined, while 10 western 
states, whose aggregate population is 
less than ten millions would have 32 
votes." 
The senate, undoubtedly, will give 
little weight to Senator Reed’s sug­ 
gestion th at a “vacancy” does not ex­ 
ist. T hat body will probably say th at 
a vacancy does exist which may be 
filled in a regular way and it is al­ 
together likely th at April will find 
Mr Vare once more before the Penn­ 
sylvania electors. 
W ith the new senate composed of 
48 Republicans. 47 Democrats, one 
Farm er-Laborite. 
which 
considered 
with the fact th at several western 
Republicans will vote with the Dem­ 
ocrats against Vare, it is reasonable to 
believe th a t the Pennsylvanian will 
be denied admission to the upper 
house. 
Senator James A. Reed of 
Missouri, chairm an of the commit­ 
tee which investigated the Pennsyl­ 
vania and Illinois primaries, intends 
to press his opposition to seating Vare 
as soon as congress convenes. 
Neither Reed nor Vare are assured 
of renom ination without opposition. 
There are several powerful opponents 
which must be considered. 
Among 
those who have been mentioned as 
likely candidates for the Republican 
nomination are former Governor Pin- 
chot, Representative Clyde Kelly of 
the thirty-third congressional district 
and Representative John A. Morin of 
the thirty-fourth district. The latter, 


however, probably would not be a 
candidate if Vare chooses to run. 
Morin served as a lieutenant for the 
j Vare organization In the western part 
of the state last spring. 
Should Reed and Vare seek the Re­ 
publican nomination next spring the 
Mellons and Vare organization must 
again unite for a common cause. 
This undoubtedly would have the ef­ 
fect of cementing the political ties 
which were shattered last spring but 
patched up Just before the November 
elections. It would bring the two pow­ 
erful factions into closer harmony 
with the question of nominal leader­ 
ship in the state far in the back­ 
ground.

For her it was a beautiful memory 
of the inspiration behind the poem 
which millions have read and heard 
“Forgets” Money End. 
She Will discuss no details of the 
“money end” of the poem, other than 
to inform her auditors that it, was 
copyrighted by a publishing company 
without her permission 
She received 
no material gain from it. 
. But on the anniversary of this 
world-famous poem, and with the ap­ 
proach July 18 of her 77th birthday, 
ihe tells of her love for poetry, how 
»he dislikes the changes from mid- 
Victorisn to free verse. The realism 
of today tppeals to her as unseemly. 
“Love ami Loyalty/ by an unknown 
author, inspired the famous curfew 
poem. 
That story came into Mrs. 
Thorpe s hands when she was 16. she 
rays. and so excited her imagination 
th a t she did not rest until “Curfew” 
was complete.

Several opinions were handed down 
today by Judge R. Lawrence Hilde­ 
brand, disposing of cases that have 
been before the court for some time. 
In the case of Edward E. Roberts 
vs. William Q. Tlllia. the court over­ 
ruled the objection of the defense and 
directed that an answer be filed with­ 
in 30 days. The case is one in which 
an action to reform a deed is brought. 
The case of Frank W. Dute and 
wife against the city of New' Castle 
disposed of also. 
This goes back to 
June 10, 1921, when Earl M. Dute, a 
son of Frank W. Dute, was drowned 
at the city bathing beach on Neshan- 
nock avenue. Mr. Dute brought suit 
against the city and the case to trial 
twice, first in September, 1922, and 
second in February. 1927. In the sec­ 
ond trial the court ordered a com­ 
pulsory non-suit and to this the plain­ 
tiff objected. The present action was 
to strike off the compulsory non-suit, 
and was refused. 
In the case of J. D. Jones against 
Mrs. Hilda Lundgren. an action to 
strike off a mechanic's lien, the court 
refused to grant an order to show 
cause why it should not be stricken 
off. 
In the opinion in the case of Attor­ 
ney Edwin K. Logan against Joe 
Boren and Barbara Boren, the court 
made a definite ruling on the prac­ 
tice of contingent fees. The case was 
one in which Mr. Logan defended the 
two Borens in a liquor suit under an 
agreement that he was to receive $100 
and $200 additional if they were pa­ 
roled. 
The defendants were paroled 
but refused to pay the additional 
$200. 
Mr. Logan then sued for the 
amount and in his opinion the court 
said: “The proper administration of 
Justice requires that such a contract 
should be struck down as against pub­ 
lic policy and unequivocally held to 
be illegal and void.” 
In the case of John Palmerich for 
his wife. 
Mary Palmerich. against 
William Kimberly, the petition for 
Judgment N. O. V. is refused. 
The 
case was one in which the plaintiffs 
sued for damages arising out of an 
automobile accident. The Jury award­ 
ed damages in the amount of $100 
for Mary Palmerich and $362.25 for 
John Palmerich. The defendant then 
asked that the Jury’s verdict be set 
aside and Judgment for the defendant 
granted. This is refused.
